It is navigable for 
mud scows of light draft for five or six miles 
above its mouth: at high tide, and a pottery 
and a brick manufactory send scows up it 
occasionally for clay and sand. Congress has 
appropriated $15,000 to deepen the channel a: 
the mouth of this creek so that the *cows can 
bring out larger loads. It will take $50,000 to 
do the work and Congress will have to put 
the remaining $35,000 in the next River and 
Harbor Bill to prevent the first $15,000 from 
being expended in vain. Then, if the in- 
terested potter and brick maker shouid find a 
be ter article of sand and clay up some other 
creek in the neighborhood, Congress wil! 
have to vote money to make that navigable 
also, acd there will be no further use 
for the fitty-thousand-dollar improvemeut 
of Cheesequake Creek. MARTIN ROSS is the 
name of the Kastern gentleman who repre- 
sents Cheersequake Creek in Congress. Like 
most, of the statesmen of his section. he prob- 
ably regarded the appropriations for the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri Rivers as “infamous 
steals,” and no doubt his conscience twinged 
painfully when he voted for the bill contain- 
ing them. But he was obliged to do ft in or- 
der that the great nationa’ interests involved 
in the navigation of Cneesequake Creek 


might be properly cared for.

BEFORE (be reverberation from the explo- 


sion of the steamer G id Dust dies out it 
would be well to call attention to the fact th; t 
her bollers were of Burgess steel. An inves- 
tigation will probably show that there was 
mud in the water drum which cut off the 
supply of water to one or more of the boilers, 
but this would seem to be a proper time to 
call attention to the fact that the steel boiler 
is a failure. About eight years ago ihe steel 
craze seized upon this country. It was 
found that greater tensile strength could be 
obtained in steel than iron, and this gave to 
steamboats the right to carry a pressure of 
from 160 to 170 pounds to the square inch. 
As high pressure is the desideratum of ail 
Western steamboat owners the steel boilers 
jumped into favor at once. But itis a phya- 
ical fact that the heating and cooling 
process is not beneficial to steel plates. 
The life of a good iron boiler is ten 
or twelve years, with proper care. Few 
steel boilers will last half that long, and they 
are absolutely dangerous. A French com- 
mission of scientific and practical engineers 
recently decided, after thorough experiment 
and investigation, that steel plates were not 
practicable for boilers, and they are rapidly 
going out of use in both England and France. 
The general testimony is that American iron 
ef proper manufacture and ductile strength 
is the very best material for boilers. Ot 
course much depends on the quality 
of the fron and the processes employed in 
manufacture. There is a peculiar iron on 
the Cumberland River in Tennessee which is 
said to be remarkably adapted to boiler ser- 
vice. As far back as 1844 the Hirumans 
commenced manufacturing it into plates. 
The works have been carried on almost with- 
out interruption since that time, and itis a 
matter of record that no boiler constructed of 
this iron has ever yet explodea. The time is 
coming when steel for boilers will be dis- 
carded both on railways and rivers every- 
where. :

Chauncey I. Filley Moves His Won- 
ders to Perform.

What He Has to Say About His Circalar 
and the Chances ef a Coalition. 


Mr. Chauncey I. Filley, late Postmaster, is 
the recognized higu · vriest of Republicanism 
in Missouri. In fact, ne has been. frequently 
charged with having aspirations toward the 
dictatorship of lecal political affairs, with 
special  referonce to the distribu- 
tion of Federal patronage. He is 
the chairman of the Republican State Central 
Committee, and by virtue of his energy and 
opportunities he has worked wonders in the 
interest of his party.

Bragg is seid to be a wortsless 
negro,” whe will mot werk except whe:

It was then that be 
fired the shot which teok him off, 
Bragge’s statement is, however, denied by ai: 
Loe witnesses te te affray, who assert tha’ 
ne murder was unprovoked in every partic 
cular.
